ARTICLE  2.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  choose  and  appoint  all  other  Towr. 
Officers.  CARRIED 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Ninety 
Thousand  Dollars  ($190,000.00)  to  build  an  addition  onto  the  Town  Hall.  The 
appropriation  to  be  funded  and  implemented  in  the  following  manner: 

(a)  To  raise  Eighty-Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($85,000.00)  of  said  sum  by  borrow- 
ing the  same  from  a  bank  or  other  lender,  for  a  period  of  five  (5)  years  with  the 
first  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on  said  loan  to  be  made  one  ( 1 )  year  after 
the  date  thereof.  The  annual  payment  of  principal  and  interest  payable  in  any 
year  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount  of  principal  and  interest  payable  in  any 
subsequent  year  by  more  than  two  percent  (2%)  of  the  principal  of  the  entire 
loan. 

(b)  Expected  use  for  life  of  the  public  improvement  for  which  said  loan  funds  are 
to  be  used  exceeds  five  (5)  years,  as  determined  by  the  Selectmen.  The  said 
borrowing  shall  be  represented  by  a  note  which  shall  be  signed  by  Selectmen, 
or  have  a  majority  thereof,  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer,  and  shall  have  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  Town  affixed  thereto.  The  discretion  of  fixing  the  date, 
maturities,  denominations,  interest  rate,  or  discount  rate,  the  place  of  payment, 
the  form  and  other  details  of  said  note,  and  providing  for  the  sale  thereof,  within 
the  terms  above,  are  delegated  to  the  Selectmen. 


(c)  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  from  the  capital  reserve  fund  set  up 
for  the  purpose  of  Town  Hall  Expansion  the  principal  of  said  sum  plus  any 
accumulated  interest  thereon,  said  amount  is  approximately  Twenty-Two 
Thousand  Dollars  ($22,000.00). 

(d)  To  raise  the  difference  between  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Ninety 
Thousand  Dollars  ($190,000.00)  and  the  total  of  Items  (a)  and  (c)  above  from 
the  taxes  levied  by  the  Town. 

(e)  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  the  necessary  contracts  and 
agreements  necessary  to  implement  the  construction  of  the  Town  Hall  Addition.

Selectman  Moriarity  commended  Lorraine  Morong  for  her  many  years  of  ser- 
vice to  the  Town  on  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  James  Colprit  for  his 
long  time  service  as  Forest  Fire  Warden  in  Madbury.  Both  retired  this  past  year. 

Madbury  Historical  Society  President  Diane  Hodgson  called  everyone's  atten- 
tion to  the  new  collection  of  old  Madbury  photos  reproduced  from  the  originals 
thanks  to  Jim  Irish.  The  Society  is  also  now  selling  postcards  made  from  some  of 
these  old  photos  to  build  up  their  treasury. 

Since  no  other  business  was  brought  up  at  this  time,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at 
10:12  PM  to  count  ballots.  Ballots  were  counted  and  the  meeting  was  officially 
adjourned  at  11:32  PM.

REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State  Legislature  90  years 
ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
effort  between  city  and  town  governments  and  State  government.  It  simply  stated  that 
no  open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the  ground  is  free  of  snow,  without  the  written 
permission  of  the  town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  law  also  stated  that  anyone 
kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be  liable  for  the  damage  caused  and 
subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it  has  remained 
unchanged.  Alt  open  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  be 
authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit 
when  one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire  supression  costs  and  subject 
to  a  $1000  fine. 
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This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  significantly  to  our  nationally 
recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss  record.

The  Madbury  Conservation  Commission  capped  1984  by  welcoming  the  appoint- 
ment of  Tillman  Marshall  to  the  Commission.

Four  commissioners  attended  the  Natural  Resources  and  Planning  Lecture  Series 
offered  in  April  by  the  Rockingham  and  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commissions, 
the  County  Conservation  Districts,  and  the  Cooperative  Extension  Service. 

Two  members  went  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  N.H.  Association  of  Conserva- 
tion Commissions  in  November. 

The  Commission  invites  comments  and  suggestions  by  townspeople.

The  Directors  of  the  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  Cooperative  are  pleased  to 
report  that  the  incinerator/energy  recovery  plant  located  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  campus  is  operating  on  a  continuous  twenty-four  hour,  seven  day  a  week 
schedule. 

The  day-to-day  operation  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Cooperative's 
Administrator,  under  the  general  supervisory  control  of  the  three-member  Operations 
Committee  from  the  Joint  Board  of  Directors.  The  plant  personnel,  in  addition  to  the 
Administrator,  includes  two  mechanics,  a  truck  driver,  two  daily  shifts  of  12  hours 
each  involving  8  persons,  plus  daily  clean-up  crew.  This  organization  operates  the 
incinerator  system,  maintains  records,  and  coordinates  with  the  University's  Power 
Plant  staff  to  monitor  the  boiler  and  steam  production  elements  of  the  plant.  The 
Cooperative's  organization  also  handles  the  collection  of  refuse  from  the  transfer 
stations  of  five  communities,  and  handles  the  ash  removal  and  its  transfer  to  the 
landfill  site. 

During  1984  modifications  were  made  to  plant  piping  which  has  increased  steam 
production  and  revenue.  Preventive  maintenance  during  the  year  included  replacing 
the  refractory  in  the  three  lower  chambers  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  upper 
chambers  will  be  done  in  1985. 

The  latest  word  received  from  the  University  Concerning  Cogeneration  is  that 
UNH  will  quite  likely  purchase  and  maintain  the  turbine  and  generator  which  will 
provide  the  Cooperative  with  a  market  for  excess  steam  during  the  warmer  months. 

The  operations  committee  welcomes  Norman  LeClerc  of  Somersworth  as  a 
member  and  wishes  to  say  Thank  you  to  Robert  Lowe  of  Northwood  for  his  years  of 
assistance  on  the  Committee. 
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The  Directors  of  the  Cooperative  wish  to  express  their  deep  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  given  their  efforts  by  the  University's  staff  as  well  as  the  officers  and 
personnel  of  the  cooperating  towns.  Every  effort  will  be  continued  to  keep  the 
residents  of  the  region  informed  of  the  progress  in  the  collection,  processing  and 
disposal  of  the  waste  which  is  being  handled  at  the  plant.

A.  Home  Care  Program: 

Following  physician's  orders,  agency  nurses;  physical,  occupational  and  speech 
therapists:  and  home  health  aides  provide  needed  medical  care  to  patients  in  their 
homes.  In  most  cases  payment  is  made  by  Medicare,  Medicaid  and  private  insur- 
ance. However,  needed  care  is  always  provided,  with  Town  and  United  Way  funds 
covering  its  cost. 

B.  Maternal  Child  Health  Program: 

This  program  provides  comprehensive  health  maintenance  care  for  children  from 
birth  to  first  grade  age  in  Well  Child  and  Children's  Dental  clinics.  Care  is  free  to 
families  who  meet  poverty  guidelines  as  set  by  the  federal  government.  A  grant 
from  the  N.H.  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health  covers  about  39%  of  the  cost  of 
the  program.  Town  and  Strafford  County  United  Way  funds  are  used  to  supple- 
ment this. 

C.  Other  Free  Services: 

1.  Blood  Pressure  Screenings. 

2.  Abuse  follow-up. 

3.  Medical  equipment  loan. 

4.  Referrals  to  other  agencies  and  social  service  programs,  i.e.,  Food  Stamps, 
Winterization  programs,  Meals  on  Wheels,  Medical  assistance.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
NEWMARKET  REGIONAL  HEALTH  CENTER 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  completed  its  thirteenth  year  of  service  in 
1984.  The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  operates  two  medical  offices,  one  in 
Newmarket  and  the  other  in  Raymond,  the  Lamprey  River  Clinic.  Both  facilities 
provide  general  medical  care,  preventive  health  services,  community  outreach,  social 
services,  and  short  term  counseling  with  referral  to  area  mental  health  agencies. 

In  1984,  Karen  Brainard,  M.D.,  a  family  practitioner,  joined  the  staff.  The  Health 
Center  offers  a  Prenatal  Program,  under  the  direction  of  Maude  Guerin,  M.D.,  which 
includes  prenatal,  delivery  and  postpartum  care.  In  addition,  the  Health  Center  offers 
nutritional  counseling  and  prenatal  classes. 

Other  members  of  the  medical  staff  include  Sarah  Oxnard,  M.D.,  Joseph  Fuller, 
M.D.,  Michael  Lewis,  PA.-C,  Barbara  Janeway,  M.S.N.,  A.R.N.P,  and  Anne  Fawcett, 
A. R.N. P.  The  medical  team  also  includes  registered  nurses,  medical  assistants  and 
community  health  workers.  Formore  information,  orto  makea  medical  appointment, 
call  659-3106  in  Newmarket,  895-3351  in  Raymond,  or  toll-free  in  Newmarket  at 
1-800-582-7279. 

The  community  health  workers  coordinate  a  school  health  program  and  preven- 
tive screening  clinics  to  detect  potential  health  hazards.  They  hold  informative  work- 
shops and  act  as  liaisons  between  the  medical  providers  and  patients. 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  also  operates  a  Self-Care  Program  for  the 
Elderly  in  conjunction  with  the  Occupational  Therapy  Department  of  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire.  The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  enable  the  elderly  to  stay  in  their 
home  setting  as  well  as  to  maintain  a  quality  of  life  and  independent  status  within  their 
community.  The  focus  of  the  program  is  to  provide  self-care  skills  before  disability 
occurs  and  to  anticipate  problems  with  functional  activities.  Contact  Anne  Fawcett, 
A.R.N.P  at  1-800-582-7279  for  more  information. 

The  Newmarket  Regional  Health  Center  continues  to  operate  the  Senior  Citizen 
Transportation  Program.

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STRAFFORD  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  (SRPC)  provides  professional 
planning  services  to  member  communities  in  both  Strafford  and  Rockingham  Coun- 
ties. SRPC  staff  expertise  is  primarily  focussed  in  fourareas:  transportation  planning, 
environmental  assessment,  community/economic  development  and  land  use  plan- 
ning. Technical  assistance  is  also  provided  in  the  areas  of  fiscal  impact  analysis,  solid 
waste  management,  federal  grant  preparation  assistance  and  local  zoning  and  site 
review  regulations. 

SRPC  assistance  to  Madbury  this  year  involved  reviewing  possible  cluster  devel- 
opment options  and  drafting  pertinent  ordinances.  Staff  also  discussed  various 
zoning  alternatives  and  provided  information  concerning  capital  improvement  pro- 
grams. Technical  transportation  assistance  was  also  provided.  In  particular,  staff 
members  classified  roads  which  might  be  eligible  for  federal  funding,  and  identified 
problem  areas  within  the  community.  Additionally,  at  the  request  of  the  Madbury 
Water  Board,  the  Commission  provided  an  overview  of  groundwater  management 
techniques  suitable  for  the  town. 

MADBURY  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

Meetings  are  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  November,  January  and  April.  They 
are  open  to  anyone  interested  in  the  history  of  the  Town  of  Madbury  and  surrounding 
areas.  Restoration  and  Preservation  Projects  are  always  underway  and  are  our 
purpose  at  the  present.  Our  big  project  for  1984  was  the  copying,  restoring  and 
displaying  of  historic  photographs  of  the  Town.  We  added  over  150  pictures  to  our 
archives  and  produced  several  copies  for  display  in  the  Town  Hall.  Postcards  were 
also  made  and  offered  for  sale. 

Other  special  projects  included:  a  membership  drive  which  increased  our  member- 
ship to  over  eighty,  cataloging  the  archives  and  setting  up  a  card  file,  created  a 
program  flyer  and  mailed  to  most  residents  and  interested  persons,  sorted  and  stored 
historical  town  papers  in  acid  free  containers,  started  recording  the  census  for  the 
town  from  1820,  and  also  started  sorting  and  cataloging  a  collection  of  newspaper 
clippings  pertaining  to  Madbury  events  and  people. 

Our  regular  meetings  had  interesting  programs  and  included  Harlen  Calef  on 
"The  Country  Store,"  Robert  Whitehouse  on  "Trollies  in  Dover,"  Barbara  Myers  on 
"Historical  and  Period  Attire,"  and  Patsy  Taylor  on  "Historical  Deed  Research." 

In  addition  to  our  traditional  "Moseys  about  Madbury"  (this  year  up  Beech  Hill 
from  the  Town  Pound  to  Durham  and  along  Jenkins  Road  from  Bunker  Lane  to 
Madbury  Beach)  we  added  "Excursions"  outside  Madbury.  They  were  to  the  Urban 
Forestry  Center  and  historic  John  Langdon  Homestead  in  Portsmouth;  The  Lowell 
Historical  National  Park  in  Lowell,  MA;  and  the  Taylor  Sawmill  in  Derry.  Several 
members  and  guests  attended  these  events. 

Membership  is  open  to  all  persons  interested  in  the  purpose  of  the  society.  It  was 
established  to  encourage  interest  in  the  history  of  Madbury  by  all  appropriate  means 
including  the  collection,  display  and  care  of  articles  of  historic  interest.

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MADBURY  WATER  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 
February  1985 

The  1984  Water  Board  year  was  one  of  Re-organization  and  re-establishing 
priorities  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  water  for  domestic  and  fire  purposes,  including 
the  protection  of  water  resources. 

PRESENT:  The  primary  objective  for  1 985  is  to  educate  the  people  of  Madbury  as 
to  the  potential  dangers  of  our  groundwaters  becoming  polluted.  Groundwater  being 
a  primary  source  of  supply. 

The  residents  of  Madbury  will  have  the  opportunity  during  the  SPRING  1985 
TOXIC  CLEANUP  DAY  sponsored  by  the  Dover/Durham  League  of  Women  Voters 
and  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Public  Health  Services,  to  take  their  hazardous 
household  wastes,  such  as  solvents,  paints,  pesticides  and  pharmaceuticals,  to  the 
Public  Works  Barn  in  Dover  to  be  disposed  of  properly  and  safely. 

The  Madbury  Water  Board  fully  endorses  this  program  and  plans  other  actions 
along  these  lines.  More  on  this  matter  will  appear  in  public  notices  and  at  our  public 
monthly  meetings.  It  is  hoped  the  Madbury's  citizens  will  take  this  opportunity  to 
"clean  out  the  bad"  to  protect  the  good— water,  soil  and  air. 

FUTURE:  The  long  range  goal  of  the  Madbury  Water  Board  is  for  an  extensive 
study  of  our  groundwater  supply  potential,  to  make  this  information  available  to  the 
public,  to  promote  an  understanding  as  to  the  necessity  of  identifying,  documenting, 
and  protecting  the  groundwater  resources  of  Madbury  and  its  surrounding  contribut- 
ing communities.  Madbury's  groundwater  is  being  fed  by  neighboring  communities, 
just  as  Madbury  is  feeding  those  same  and  other  adjacent  localities. 

Once  the  citizens  of  Madbury  are  aware  of  the  potential  wealth  of  water  that  exists 
in  Madbury  and  its  susceptability  to  pollution  or  its  loss  due  to  overuse,  the  Madbury 
Water  Board  is  confident  that  the  town's  people  will  want  to  protect  one  of  its  natural 
treasures,  as  well  as  its  quality  and  quantity. 

OVERVIEW  OF  PAST  EVENTS:  Communications  has  been  a  vital  point  of  con- 
cern. In  an  attempt  to  fuUy  understand  the  situation  at  hand,  contacts  were  made  with 
several  town  boards  and  the  boards  of  other  communities.  It  is  believed  by  the 
Madbury  Water  Board  that  open  communications  with  all  members  of  all  boards, 
commissions,  committees,  citizens,  and  those  from  outside  our  Town's  boundaries 
will  lead  to  a  better  tomorrow.  Planning  for  the  future  as  well  as  adjusting  to  the 
present  requires  a  multitude  of  information  which  cannot  be  had  by  one  group 
of  people. 

Those  boards  which  have  not  been  contacted  to  date  will  be  contacted  in  the  near 
future.  There  is  an  open  invitation  to  all  the  citizenry  of  Madbury  to  become  informed 
and  to  help  us  learn  so  that  the  Madbury  Board  will  better  be  able  to  serve  the 
community  at  large. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  denied  our  appropriations  for  1984  because  of 
their  misinterpretation  of  our  statutory  responsibilities.  A  meeting  is  being  set 
between  those  responsible  for  finding  the  reason(s)  behind  such  misunderstanding, 
with  the  anticipated  result  that  all  will  be  set  right. 
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The  Madbury  Water  Board  has  read  the  Town's  ordinances,  Master  Plan,  and 
selected  Town  Reports  extracting  those  parts  which  pertain  to  any  and  all  water 
situations.  It  was  a  task  that  will  help  us  coordinate  efforts  for  safe-guarding  what  is  to 
enter  our  aquifer  (groundwater  system).  The  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Comnnis- 
sions'  1 981  report  states  that  the  recharge  to  aquifers  comes  mainly  from  precipitation 
directly  on  the  aquifer.  With  this  information  and  with  its  documentation,  it  will  be  to 
the  Town's  advantage  not  to  "hardtop"  high  permeable  soils  or  to  allow  anything 
questionable  that  may  be  harmful  into  that  soil  which  may  find  itself  dissolved  in  the 
water  on  its  way  down  to  meet  the  underground  supply. 

The  planned  expansion  of  the  1977  well-water  survey  which  would  have  given 
information  on  the  private  supply  of  the  homeowners,  businesses,  and  organizations 
within  Madbury's  town  limits  was  postponed  due  to  postal  costs  and  no  other 
means  of  distribution.  The  information  would  have  added  to  the  water  history  of  the 
community. 

The  Madbury  Water  Board  thanks  its  Chairman,  Denise  Greig,  and  its  Treasurer, 
Kathleen  Traut,  for  their  time  and  effort  spent  on  behalf  of  the  Water  Board.  The  well 
wishes  of  the  Board  are  extended  to  them  on  their  new  endeavors.  Also,  a  thank  you  to 
Ruth  Colprit  for  allowing  us  the  use  of  the  Madbury  Community  Church  for  one  of  our 
public  meetings.

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HELP  MADBURY  KEEP  ITS  TAX  RATE  DOWN 

Because  the  Town  of  Madbury  has  no  zip  code  of  its  own,  it  loses  bank  tax  income 
to  the  towns  through  which  its  residents  receive  their  mail. 

However,  every  resident  who  has  a  bank  account  in  a  New  Hampshire  bank,  or 
opens  one,  can  see  to  it  that  Madbury  gets  its  rightful  share  of  the  taxes  on  interest 
collected  from  banks  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  procedure  is  simple:  When  you  open  an  account,  tell  the  bank  clerk  that 
although  your  address  is  Dover  or  Durham,  you  actually  live  in  Madbury.  The  bank 
has  to  put  a  town  code  on  each  account  and  you  need  to  make  sure  you  get  the 
Madbury  code  onto  your  account. 

The  town  code  on  old  accounts  can,  and  should  be  changed.  In  case  of  doubt, 
have  the  bank  teller  check  each  of  your  accounts. 

Help  Madbury  keep  its  tax  rate  down  by  assuring  that  it  gets  all  the  revenue  which 
you  are  paying  through  bank  interest. 

Some  bank  clerks  are  not  aware  of  this  town  code.  You  need  to  inform  them.  The 
more  bank  clerks  we  inform,  the  more  revenue  we  should  get!
